My Gallery of Chame 


I would Honor the Men who have made History by their 
Success in Breeding, Fitting and Showing. ....... 


By Otto V. Battles 


The portrait gallery of the Saddle and 
Sirloin Club in Chicago is well known. Up- 
on its walls are portraits of famous men of 
two hemispheres who have won distinction 
in their particular fields of endeavor. But 
it is not of this gallery that I write. The 
one I have in mind is so far imaginary, but 
one I hope to create. Some of the portraits 
I will hang there may be duplicates of some 
which now adorn the walls of the gallery 
of the Saddle and Sirloin Club. But in the 
main, I believe my subjects will represent 
men who heretofore have gone 
unhonored in this respect, but 
whose achievements entitle 
them to such recognition. 

They will come from the 
‘ranks of those who have act- 
ually attained success far 
above the average in develop- 
ing by their own individual 
efforts animals which have 
won renown in the show rings 
of America. It matters not 
whether they be owners who 
have fitted and exhibited their 
own animals or paid herds- 
men. And most of my nom- 
inations will probably come 
from the latter group; fur- 
thermore, the space at my 
command will permit the men- 
tion of only a small minority 
of those I would thus honor. Perhaps later, 
with the editor’s permission, I will pursue 
this line of thought further. 

I know that in the scope of my memory, 
there are many who stand out as people 1 
remember for their personalities and for 
their individual accomplishments. Some of 
these were troopers of the Tan Bark when 
as a youth I followed the show circuits with 
them. Some have answered for the last 
time the call of the loud speaker summon- 
ing them to the show arena and have them- 
selves gone to be judged. But others are 
still amongst us, and may the exacting toll 
of the show circuits be kind to them is my 
present wish. I remember well the kind- 
nesses of some of these old friends who 
made fitting and showing their careers. 

any a time when a show was over and 
the night came for loading out for the next 
one (and it seems that this is always done 
during the night) some old hand at the 
game would say to me, an exhausted boy, 
Come laddie, grab a little sleep. I will 
call you when your car comes up, and there 
will be plenty of us to help you load.” 

Those men, sometimes rough in exterior 
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JOHN B. BROWN 


and occasionally too fond of drink for their 
own good, had hearts of gold, and I have 
never known one of them, intemperate 
though he may have been, to let his per- 
sonal desires interfere with his duties. The 
well being of the animals under his charge 
was always uppermost in his thoughts, and 
that is why he did his job so well, and why 
many of them achieved renown as fitters 
and showmen, yes, and some of them as 
constructive breeders also. 

The heart and soul of the really success- 
ful fitter and showman must 
be in his work. No amount of 
hardship will deter him from 
giving his animals the atien- 
tion they must have to develop 
into winners. He keeps no 
account of the hours. He pays 
no attention to the weather. 
It is the comfort of his 
charges that occupies his 
mind. Through heat and 
through cold, by night and by 
day, in the barns and lots at 
home, or riding the rails in a 
bouncing, swaying freight or 
express car, the herdsman is 
ever faithful to his trust. He 
lives for his animals, and he 
will die for them if necessary. 
And I mean this literally, be- 
cause I have personal knowl- 
edge of instances where caretakers have 
forfeited their lives in trying to rescue 
their pets from fires or railroad wrecks. 

And now I shall begin to present my can- 
didates for your approval, and after you 
have read my necessarily brief sketches of 
them, I hope that you, my readers, will 
agree with me that these men are entitled 
to the honor I propose for them. I recall 
the time I first met the man I have select- 
ed to sit for my first portrait. It was a 
long time ago and I was very young and 
trying to learn all I could about Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. He was head herdsman and 
herd manager for the greatest Aberdeen- 
Angus herd in America. It might be well 
to state here that my selections are not go- 
ing to be confined, however, to the Aber- 
deen-Angus ranks. I have known some 
great fitters and showmen amongst the oth- 
er breeds as well. But the peer of them all 
in my opinion is the one I have chosen first 
for my hall of fame, and about whom I 
shall now write. 

Getting back to my first acquaintance 
with him, in those days travel about the 
country by automobile was not common. 


Most visiting of herds, attending sales, etc., 
was done by train, and that was the way I 
always got about. Late one evening in the 
early summer I arrived by this method of 
travel unannounced at a small town in west 
central Iowa and went to a hotel and en- 
gaged a room for the night. I immediately 
tound upon making inquiry at the hotel that 
the famous Aberdeen-Angus farm I had 
come to visit was only a mile up the rail- 
road tracks from the town. 


Although darkness was already falling, 
so keen was my desire to at least get a 
glimpse of this great breeding establish- 
ment about which I had read so much, I 
decided to walk out to the farm before re- 
tiring, with the hope that I would arrive 
there before it became too dark to see some 
of the cattle. it was not my intention to 
bother anyone that late in the evening. My 
thought was that I might see some of the 
animals in the lots without causing any 
inconvenience, and then return in the morn- 
ing for a formal visit. But upon entering 
the grounds I found a man cutting with a 
scythe a green mixture of grasses and dis- 
tributing it in small portions to animals 
(which were confined in the lots near the 
barns) which were members of the show 
herd that was being fitted. I made my- 
self and my mission known, and was both 
surprised and delighted to learn that the 
man to whom I was talking was none other 
than the already well known herdsman in 
chargé of this great herd. 

I felt honored in having him so cheerfully 
point out to me as many of his show cattle 
as possible before it became too dark to 
inspect them properly, and never have I 
spent a more rapturously happy day than 
the following one when upon my return to 
the farm, all of the cattle were carefully 
looked over including the breeding herd, 
and I had absorbed the knowledge that 
came from this fountainhead of wisdom of 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed in America. And 
that was the beginning of a warm friend- 
ship that has lasted down through the 
years and which has never once been 
dimmed by our many closely fought show 
ring contests. 

For several years after | first met him, 
this man remained in charge of this great 
herd, and his triumphs in the show ring 
increased in magnitude along with the 
steadily growing importance of the breed. 
And then came the time when the herd 
which he had so successfully developed was 
sold intact to another breeder. My friend, 
determined to stay (Please turn to page 56

Of Good Report 


There is quite a persistent rumor about 
the country to the effect that Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle may be good teeding cattle 
but they seldom, if ever, top the leading 
markets. The author evidently failed to 
take Chicago into his calculations. Perhaps 
Chicago is not sufriciently important as a 
market center to be considered in a project 
of this character. Nevertheless it seems to 
be quite an important market center, and it 
seems further to be a center where the buy- 
ers rather like good, weil tinished Aber- 
deen-Angus fat cattle. A scrutiny of mar- 
ket reports in this market from October 
tirst up to and including the first ten mar- 
keting days in Kebruary, 1940, ,and that’s 
this year and about as uptodate as one 
could calculate) discloses that omitting F'ri- 
days, Saturdays and Holidays, there re- 
mained a grand total of seventy-seven mar- 
ket days tor the period. On iorty-nine of 
these days, according to the findings of our 
investigator, Aberdeen-Angus did top the 
Chicago market. That’s a nice percentage, 
slightly better than 65% if we mistake not. 
Considerably over halt the time, and in 
competition with all breeds. The Journal 
agrees that it should be more. liowever 
time will fix that little matter, for all we 
have to do is to keep producing more good 
black calves and the iinal toppings wiil take 
care of themselves. ; 

On fifteen of the eighteen marketing days 
in October that have been _ considered, 
Aberdeen-Angus carried the banner. On 
thirteen days out of seventeen in NovemLer 
they likewise captured the top prize. ERight 
times out of eighteen days in January 
they returned to make the top; and that is 
1940. For the first ten marketing days in 
February, Aberdeen-Angus were tops on 
five different days. Just looks like some- 
one somewhere might be mistaken, or mis- 
informed. ‘ 

it would be rather silly to entertain the 
thought that the breed that almost unani- 
mously wins the carcass competitions the 
world over should fail to make the top ot 
any market when they come to town on foot. 
The packers know what’s under those black 
hides and they are quite willing to recog- 
nize and support financially that quality 
and high dressing percentage that usually 
follows well fitted and well finished Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. 

Really there seems to be no cause for 
alarm and surely no reason ior a stampede 


Once More 


Under date of March 1st, just as 
the forms were ready to slip on the 
presses came a wire from Major W. 
A. Rafferty, Green Acre Farms, Mo- 
rocco, Indiana, announcing another 

‘ Chicago TOP on Aberdeen-Angus 
steers. This load of home bred 1109 
pound Aberdeen-Angus steers topped 
Chicago on February 29th at $12.65 
per hundred pounds. At least it will 
be four years before any other breed 
will have a chance to “BEAT THOSE 
BLACKS” on February 29th. Con- 
gratulations to Major Rafferty and 
the lads who scooped the corn. 
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in any other direction than to produce more 
and more and still better Aberdeen-Angus 
calves for the corn belt feed lots. Once the 
boys get these good calves in their iots and 
loosen the slats on their corn cribs you will 
find there is more Aberdeen-Angus: history 
in the making.

The grand old Nishna Botna Valley is to 
bloom again. As the result of a call from 
the office of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders Association, a meeting was called 
for the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in ten Southwest counties in Iowa to as- 
semble at Hotel Whitney, at Atlantic, on 
the evening of February 9th. The purpose 
of the meeting being to discuss the organi- 
zation of that district, into an active breed 
promotion center. William Barton, field 
representative for the parent association, 
came out from Chicago to preside over the 
preliminary organization program and of- 
fer suggestions as to the possibilities of 
developing a real live association that 
would serve as the generative plant for the 
power with which to maintain and promote 
the interests of the breed and the breeders 
of Southwest Iowa. 

About a dozen enthusiastic breeders dug 
their way out of the snow that had fallen 
since the meeting had been called, and 
yours truly came along, to meet Mr. Barton 
and Carl Oldsen field representative for the 
Iowa Beef Cattle Men’s Association, to take 
part in the discussions and final formula- 
tion of what is to be known as the South- 
west Iowa Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Asso- 
ciation with headquarters at Atlantic. The 
counties of Cass, Shelby, Adair, Audubon, 
Potawatamie, Adams, Carroll, Guthrie, 
Mills and Union, were banded together for 
the purpose of serving as the instigators cf 
a revival and elevation of the famous old 
Nishna Botna Valley country to its once 
coveted position of leader in the middle 
west in the production and promotion of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Shades of the suc- 
cesses of the late McHenry, of Denison, 
and the Eschers, of Botna, as importers and 
breeders of America’s best individuals 
seemed to guide the course of the meeting. 
Here it was in this very same valley that 
these venerable gentlemen, enthusiastic, de- 
termined, master breeders that they were 
operated their extensive breeding plants 
and from them furnished the seed stock 
that has in the main made the breed in 
America, for scarcely is there a herd of 
prominence today but that points with pride 
to foundation strains and individuals that 
came from these two herds. 


It will be remembered that the McHenry 
herd found its root in the old Estill & El- 
liott herd, perhaps the outstanding breed- 
ing plant in America in its day, which was 
augmented by liberal importations, chiefly 


breed. This improvement being . possible 
and brought about to a large measure 
through the importation of large numbers 
of most carefully, personally selected, cat- 
tle brought in chiefly from Ballindalloch. 
Following the death of Mr. Chas. Escher,

Fs- 
cher junior and his 
brother - in - law Earl 
Ryan, under the firm 
name of Escher & Ry- 
an under whose guid- 
ance still further im- 
provement was made. > a 
Later as Mr. McHenry a ‘ 
reached a ripe old age (gemten. 
and wished to retire 
from active duties, Es- 
cher & Ryan purchas- 
ed outright and in its 
entirety the McHenry 
holdings, thus amalga- 
mating the greatest in- 
fluences for good that 
existed in this country at the time. It was 
from this combination of blood lines that 
has come a major portion of the grand 
champion bulls at the International over a 
long period of years. 

During the existence of these great herds 
niany auction sales were made, many of the 
good cattle offered on these occasions fell 
into the hands of the younger men in the 
Nishna Botna Valley where they have mul- 
tiplied and withstood the rigors of infla- 
tions and depressions in turn. Come what 
may these men have retained at all t:mes 
what cattle they could, always selecting the 
tops. Consequently today it is doubtful 
whether a greater percentage of strictly 
McHenry-Escher bred cattle can be found 
in any like sized area, and surely no great- 
er numbers can be found with closer con- 
nection to the foundation head. With a 
back ground like this and a live wire set of 
officers the old Nishna Botna Valley coun- 
try will bloom again and the outside world 
will again travel to this marvelous cattle 
country for the purpose of gathering at 
least a portion of the blooming matrons and 
budding lassies to serve as reinforcements

Mother of Sixteen Calves, Died in Her Twenty-first Year 


By Fred Hahne 


Queen’s Viola K. 306800, one of the 
grandest old matrons in American Aber- 
deen-Angus history, has come to an end in 
her twenty-first year. This grand old cow 
was one of the outstanding mainstays and 
the cause for greater success in the Kemp 
Brothers herd at Marion, Iowa, than any 
other individual in that herd. Scarcely did 
a year pass after her sons and daughters 
became old enough to be shown that the 
<emp Brothers or the Miller & Kemp show 
herd did not have in its first line winners 
a son or a daughter of this grand old In- 
ternational grand champion cow. It’s a 
long story, and indeed interesting. Here is 
a brief analysis of her pedigree. 

On this page is shown an extended tabu- 
lation which reveals the reasons for Queen’s 
Viola K’s accomplishments in the show yard 
and in the breeding pen. Look at the tab- 
ulation carefully. Six generations back is 


the great Moon Eclipser, famous, if for no 
other reason, for being the granddaddy of 
Black Woodlawn. Back of Moon Eclipser 
will be found Rugby 6140 as his sire and 
Moonshine 6432 as his dam. Rugby was 
calved May 18, 1883. Moonshine was calved 
February 2, 1881. The four year old Rugoy 
was mated with the six year old Moonshine 
and the result was Moon Eclipser 8635, 
calved April 12, 1888. If calculations are 
correct this mating was made in the early 
part of July, 1887. That’s a long while ago. 
and yet what was done at that time made 
possible the existence of the grand old cow 
Queen’s Viola K. 

Bell’s Eclipser was the result of mating 
Moon Eclipser with Bell of Cottage Grove 
13150, and here is where the renowned B. 
R. Pierce, father of our own Stanley R. 
Pierce, of Creston, Illinois, came into the 
picture as a master breeder. Bell’s Eclip- 


ser built a record for himself as a inz 
bull. His greatest aecompliaheet, an 
lieve, was the production of the famous Sire 
Black Woodlawn, whose blood is sought 
after to this day and appreciated wherever 
it is found in strength. Black Woodlawn 
sired the International grand champion 
bull, Oakville Quiet Lad, who won his ljur- 
els in 1910, when he was shown b 


Otto V. Battles, then of Iowa, rf ae 
Rosemere herd he made world history as a 


breeding bull. 

Another son, Erwin C., won the 1913 In- 
ternational grand championship for Mr, W 
A. McHenry, of Iowa, and did a great job 
of breeding in McHenry’s famous Premier 
herd at Denison, Iowa. 

Black Woodlawn, produced among other 
outstanding sons and daughters the prepo- 
tent sire Belfast, who served as the main 
cornerstone in P. J. (Pat) Donohoe’s famous 
Brookside herd at Holbrook, Iowa, where 
his descendants are today held in highest 
esteem. Belfast sired Killinger 2d and he 
in turn sired Queen’s Viola K. Thus the 
paternal line brings forward one of the 
grandest arrays of breeding animals that 
could possibly be so aligned. Pa. 

The Kemp Brothers, bred Queen’s Viola 
K.; they fitted and they showed her with 
the greatest of success. Her first exper- 
ience in the show ring rather upset preced- 
ent. It was on this occasion that Queen’s 
Viola K., then a senior calf, not only won 
her class and the junior championship as 
well, but went on and carried away the fe- 
male gvand championship honors of the 
1920 Iowa State Fair. ‘hat was the be- 
ginning of a career destined to be filled 
with thrills of major successes. Sixty-six 
grand championship ribbons were in store 
as a reward for her appearances at lead- 
ing shows to follow. ‘The climax came in 
1924 when she won the International grand 
championship for females and carried along 
with her a beautiful calf that she nursed 
the season through. Here it was too that 
her first son was made junior champion in 
the bull show at (Please turn to page 60

County Agent 


While attending the annual meeting and 
banquet of the Marion County Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders Association, there were 
several things that impressed me during 
the program. One of the things that stands 
out in my memory is the report given by 
the Marion County 4-H Club Agent, Don 
Rinner, on Aberdeen-Angus 4-H Club win- 
nings during the year. I have taken the 
trouble to contact Mr. Rinner and secure a 
list of these winnings and they are as fol- 
lows: 

Iowa State Fair—Senior Baby Beef, 6th 
—Wilbur VerSteeg; 7th—Betty Rose Cline. 
Junior Baby Beef, 1st—Earl Hodgson; 3d— 
Don VanHaalen; 6th—Eugene Harvey; al- 
so First prize group baby beef. Produce of 
Former 4-H Heifer, 2d—Eugene Harvey. 
Junior Aberdeen-Angus Heifer, 3d—Betty 
Rose Cline. First prize group Aberdeen-An- 
gus heifers. Produce of 4-H heifer, 2d— 
Dixie Shawver. 

St. Joseph Pig & Calf Club Show, cham- 
pion carload lot of Aberdeen-Angus steers.

International Live Stock Exposition, 875-

My reason for presenting the above re- 
ports and winnings is as follows: To me, 
any county organization that can produce 
the show record of baby beeves such as is 
shown by Marion county last year must be 
producing the right kind of cattle. The ul- 
timate end, as breeders will agree, of all 
beef cattle improvement is to produce a 
beef carcass that will appeal to the consum- 
ing public. Marion county must be produc- 
ing the right kind of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle or it would not be possible for junior 
feeders in this county to go out and make 
the record in the junior feeding divisions 
that they have made during the past four 
or five years. 

[ also feel that as a result of this junior 
club work that Marion county has done a 
nice job of breed promotion. Their exhibits 
at the St. Joseph Inter-state Baby Beef 
show and at the Ak-Sar-Ben show held at 
Omaha have helped to promote the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed. At St. Joseph they 
showed the grand champion group of five 
baby beeves in 1938 and in 1939 showed the 
grand champion car load lot of baby beeves, 
and I might add this show was made up of 
fifteen calves owned by fifteen different 
boys and girls in Marion county, nc one 
club member showing more than one calf. 
The uniformity of these calves was remark- 
able and it is my understanding that a pict-

Marion County Breeders Meeting. 

The Marion County Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders Association held their annual 
meeting and dinner at the Christian Church, 
February 8, 1940. As there was such a se- 
vere storm that night only about forty peo- 
ple were able to attend. Nevertheless a 
very interesting program was enjoyed by 
everyone. Minutes of the last meeting were 
read and approved by the Secretary. The 
two main speakers of the evening were Bill 
Barton, fieldman for the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders Association from Chi- 
cago, and C. A. Oldsen, secretary Iowa Beef 
Producers Association. Mr. Barton stated 
that good Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle 
were in such a demand that the applications 
and transfers were 60% ahead of the prev- 
lous year. He also complimented Marion 
county breeders on good sales in the past 
and he felt the breeders could rest assured 
of a good sale for 1940 with the good cattle 
consigned and the reputation that was be- 
hind these cattle as producers. 

Mr. Oldsen gave statistics concerning 4-H 
Club work in the state, with special em- 
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phasis on the pure bred heifer club. He 
cited an instance where a father had giv- 
en his daughter a pure bred heifer when 
she was in club work; in just a few years 
the daughter was married and from this one 
heifer a foundation herd of cattle was al- 
ready established for this young couple. He 
also informed breeders that Marion county 
led all other counties in the state last year 
on number of pure bred heifers enrolled in 
club work. 

Mr. J. A. Benson of the soil conservation 
office gave some very interesting facts con- 
cerning pasture improvement. 


Pastures are depended on by cattle men 
for from seven to nine months of the year’s 
feed. It stands to reason after a period of 
years the soil may become different in food 
elements and in this case those elements 
must be added to the soil before it can be 
made into a balanced animal food. 

Various methods are practical. Barnyard 
manure applications has a splendid effect. 
Also applications of lime and phosphate 
and seeded to legumes with the blue-grass 
will furnish additional pasture. 

Mr. Beckman, editor of the Knoxville 
Journal, gave some high lights on advertis- 
ing and also some information on the soils 
districts that are being organized in Marion 
county. Mr. Beckman and his Journel staff 
are to be congratulated by the breeders of 
Marion county for the splendid cooperation 
they have extended. 

Walter Brown, county agent, reported on 
the achievements of baby beeves and beef 
heifer winnings and what a drawing card 
this should be for outside people to come 
to Marion county to buy Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding cattle. He also stated that with 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus females on fifty 
farms in Marion county it would be only a 
short time until the revenue from these 
herds would bring in a great deal of added 
wealth to Marion county. 

Don Rinner, county club agent, reported 
in the neighborhood of 250 baby beeves on 
feed, and from sixty to seventy-five heifers 
will be entered. A good many of the boys 
have show heifers but they are too old to 
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show. Don says the calves have shown very 
good gains the last month.

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WW, SCOMSLTH-—<A Dairy State Rapidly Turning to Beef Cattle’’

The week of January 30th, it was my 
pleasure to attend the Wisconsin Farmer’s 
Week program at Madison. You know Wis- 
consin has long been known as the leading 
dairy state in the Union. Beef 
cattle have never been given 
much consideration when it 
came to planning a live stock 
breeding program on a Wis- 
consin farm. Yes, there have 
been several very good herds 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
Southwest Wisconsin, for 
years. But these western 
counties are very small in 
area, as compared to the en- 
tire state. 

The type of agriculture in 
Wisconsin demands beef cat- 
tle. I’m inclined to believe 
that there would have been 
more herds of beef cattle in 
this state had anyone in live 
stock circles had the convic- 
tions to recommend them. 

Five years ago there was a 
reorganization of the live 
stock department at the Uni- 
versity. A. E. Darlow, of Ok- 
lahoma A. & M., one of the 
best live stock men in Amer- 
ica, was selected to head their 
new Department of Animal Husbandry. 
Professor Darlow has done a good job. Yes, 
a very good job. Four years ago during 
Farmer’s Week the first beef cattle meet- 
ing was held. About fifteen beef cattle 
men were present. This year on beef cattle 
day over 600 interested beef cattle men at- 
tended the afternoon session and nearly 200 
attended the banquet in the evening. Now 
mind you, this crowd turned out not in the 
spring or summer, but in the middle of win- 
ter, with snow piled a foot deep all over 
the state and many side roads impassable. 
Yes, I was surprised at the number of peo- 
ple present at the beef cattle meeting and 
even more surprised at the interest shown 
during the round table discussion after- 
ward. 

At the afternoon session, the first speak- 
er on the program was Dr. Bohstedt, head 
of the Animal Nutrition Department at the 
University. Dr. Bohstedt stressed the idea 
of diversification on Wisconsin farms. 
“Practically every farm in Wisconsin could 
and should have some beef cattle on it,” 
said Dr. Bohstedt. “Grasses, legumes and 
roughages that otherwise are going to 
waste can very well be converted into new 
wealth through beef cattle.” He showed 
how beef cattle would improve the farms 
in Wisconsin and stated that a lot of the 
worn out farm land could very easily be 
converted into pasture lands for beef cat- 
tle. These remarks coming from Dr. Boh- 
stedt were doubly important because he is 
not only head of the Animal Husbandry 
Nutritional Department, but is also head of 
the Dairy Nutritional Department. 

Former Governor Sam R. McKelvie, of 
Nebraska, gave a very good talk on “Build- 
ing a beef cow herd.” He stressed type 
and quality and stated that there would al- 
ways be profits in beef cattle as long as 
the breeder raised and developed the right 
kind. “I’d rather have fifty good cows than 
two hundred ordinary ones,” said Mr. Mc- 
Kelvie. Mr. McKelvie started out ten years

ago with one hundred and sixty breeding 
cows with the intention of building a herd 
of two hundred head. He has been culling 
rigidly every year and still has only one 
hundred and sixty head. He 
still hopes some day to have 
two hundred head of the good 
kind. 

Mr. C. H. Thornton of Bet- 
ter Farms, Fond Du Lac, Wis- 
consin, was the next speaker. 
His subject was “Beef cattle 
on a dairy farm.” He explain- 
ed the way Better Farms are 
operated and stated that beef 
cattle can be cared for the 
year around much cheaper 
than dairy cattle and that one 
large check at the end of the 
year was much better and 
could be used to better ad- 
vantage than could a small 
check each month from dairy 
proceeds. 

One of the most interesting 
talks of the afternoon was 
given by Mr. Ben F. Feldt, of 
Monticello, Wisconsin. Mr. 
Feldt is a farmer who started 
out with dairy cattle and is 
now running both beef and 
dairy cattle. I enjoyed his talk 
so much that I asked him if he would write 
it for the Journal. I’m enclosing his story 
so that you can see just how a dairy man 
might switch over to beef cattle. His story 
will follow this and is told just as he gave 
it during the meeting. 

At the evening banquet at the Park Ho- 
tel, beef cattle had the lime light. As 1] 
said at the beginning of this article, Pro- 
fessor Darlow has done a wonderful job. in 
making Wisconsin beef cattle conscious and 
is to be highly congratulated on the job he 
has done and is doing. 

There is a very useful herd of Aberdeen- 
Angus cows at the University. This herd 
is headed by one of the best young bulls in 
the country, General 17th of Lonjac. This 
is just another step in improving beef cattle 
in Wisconsin. Aberdeen-Angus are the 
dominant beef breed in Wisconsin and are 
rapidly gaining in popularity in this state. 
I predict that Wisconsin will soon be one 
of the good beef cattle states of the North 
and feel sure that Aberdeen-Angus will 
have the leading role in its development. 


How I Got in the Aberdeen-Augus Business. 
I was born and raised on a dairy farm 
just around the hill and through the woods 
from the cheese factory. My father always 
milked about thirty-five cows. I used to 
suggest to father that we feed some steers 
and get into beef cattle. But father always 
said he didn’t make his money easy enough 
to loose it that way. He felt that anyone 
feeding steers would go broke. That put 
the damper on the steer game, (for a whil 
at least). 
When I was twenty-one years old I rent- 
ed the farm and the folks moved to town. 
So I hired a married man and boarded with 
them. I farmed this way for three years. 
But [I found out that it wasn’t all sun- 
shine. One time the hired man quit and 
left me alone with thirty-five cows—and no 
cook. So eighteen years ago I got married 
and bought the farm, thinking I would be 
my own boss. Of course, I found out you

I have a neighbor, Jacob Bu 
the oldest cattle feeders in ine tee 
has fed cattle for more than fifty sts 
I used to go over every fall to see what 
kind of cattle he bought and watched him 
teed them. For I always was interested jin 
feeding steers. So I asked Mr. Burgy one 
fall if { could go along when he went to St 
Paul to buy his cattle. “Sure,” he said, 
“Tll be glad to take you along.” P 


So I asked father one day if he w 
loan me a couple thousand dollars to = 
a load of steers. The answer was “No!” 
So I asked the banker and he said, “Yes 
buy all the cattle you want.” oo 


So Mr. Burgy, Mr. Tschudy and 
drove to St. Paul. We pow at nn 
Paul Stock Yards on a Monday morning. 
They had 7000 western cattle there. Mr. 
Burgy and Mr. Tschudy each bought a load 
of cattle by noon. After we had our din- 
ner I became uneasy thinking I didn’t have 
my cattle yet. Not having had any exper- 
ience in buying cattle, I figured Mr. Burgy 
would buy them for me. So I asked him to 
do this for me, but he said, “No, I won't 
buy them for you. You must buy them 
yourself, but I’ll help you sort them if you 
want me to.” 


So, what else could I do, but make a stab 
at it. We went down the alleys. There 
were 12 to 15 scalpers there with pens full 
ot cattle. One showed us his cattle, a pen 
of 28 cattle weighing around 800 pounds. 
These cattle suited me, so I asked him how 
much he wanted for them. He said, $7.60 
so Burgy told me to bid on the cattle. | 
got off the fence and said, “I’ll tell you 
what I'll do. Ill give you $7.25 with four 
out.” That quick the fellow said, “Pick out 
your four cattle.” 

That was my first experience in buying 
cattle. Afterwards I always bid low enough 
so there was some bargaining to be done 
before the deal was closed. 


I took these cattle home and fed them 
120 days and they brought $9.75, the Chi- 
cago market. They made me a little money. 
The next fall I went back and bought a load 
of cattle that cost $9.00. I fed them 100 
days and sold them for $13.25. So that 
put the blue ribbon on the cattle feeding 
game for me. The next year I fed thirty 
head; the next forty head; then up to 
eighty head every year. Then I struck a 
year when I lost some money. I found out 
it was quite a gamble to lay out so much 
cash money every fall. So I decided to 
raise some beef cattle on my own farm. 

I bought an Aberdeen-Angus bull to cross 
with my herd of Holstein cows. Well, this 
was a new experience again, so I bought 
a black bull. He was just a black bull! 
When the first crop of calves came, I sto 
and looked them over one day. Some had 
white legs, some had white over their back, 
some had a white star on the head, an 
some had little stub horns. I thought to 
myself, what a mess! I turned and look 
at the bull in the other box stall and 
thought, what a bull! Then I thought of

year ago, was quick to promise the State Chamber’s support for 
the project when it was first broached to him by Dr. Sebastian, 
State Secretary of Agriculture Willard H. Allen, and William C. 
Skelley, professor of animal husbandry at Rutgers 
University. This trio, with Joseph Kenny, Middlesex 
County 4-H Club agent, all played leading roles in 
developing an interest in the baby beef club project, 
in stimulating a total of twenty-three boys and girls 
to raise baby beeves for the first time last year. 

The animals were taken to Trenton several days 
before the show took place and put on display as an 
Agricultural Week exhibit, an exhibit which created 
much interest among farmers and other visitors. 
When the big day arrived, the steers which had been 
so sleekly groomed by young hands were brought in- 
to the ring for judging by Robert Hinman of Cornell 
University who later spoke very highly of the qual- 
ity of the animals and the competence of the boys 
and girls who showed them. 

The beeves were judged according to two classes 
based on age. Type of animal, show ring perform- 
ance, economy of gain, accuracy of records and the 
knowledge each club member had gained through his 
project were all taken into consideration and awards 
were made on the basis of total scores. Club mem- 
bers who scored 88 points or more were presented 
with purple ribbons and $9.00 in cash. These inc'uded

Just a casual glance at the Central IIli- 
nois Breeders’ Sale catalog will inform the 
reader that, these breeders are making a 
kid for some business. Not only is the 
number they are offering for sale consid- 
erably larger than heretofore, but, and that 
which we are more pleased about is the 
general quality, the type and the breeding 
which these breeders are consigning to this 
sale. 

Note the pictures in the catalog. Prac- 
tically all of them are photographs of the 
bulls or heifers consigned to the sale. 
Breeders cannot afford to take pictures of 
poor cattle, and again, breeders cannot af- 
tord not to take pictures of the good ones. 

I have had a chance to see some of these 
cattle, and doubt whether the pictures are 
as good as the cattle. 

Stopped by at The Dells Stock Farm, a 
few days back, and with Senator S. E.

Sixty-five Lots Selling in the Virginia 3 Farm Sale

For more than a year, Brandy Rock has 
been planning this, the first of a series of 
annual auctions. In fact, Mr. Spillman, 
Brandy Rock’s farm manager, has had in 
mind, since the start of the pure bred herd, 
now several years in existence, the staging 
of a regular auction. 

Red Gate Farm, Millwood, owned by Mr. 
Edward Jenkins and Rocklands Farm, Gor- 
donsville, the property of Mr. Charles T. 
Neale are co-operating with Brandy Rock 
to make the first sale on Monday, April 
29th, at Brandy Rock Farm, Brandy, Vir- 
ginia. 

First, we should like to state that each 
of these three herds have cattle enough to 
make a sale by themselves, but the kind of 
cattle they wish to offer are of the better 
class, and each is determined to put into 
the sale cattle that must make good wher- 
ever they may go. With that in mind the 
selections were made and the cattle entered. 

in seeing the cattle at both Brandy Rock 
and Red Gate, we were impressed with the 
very general good type, the real beefy kind 
of breeding cattle that produce good calves. 
Snow, mud and roads in an impassable 
state made impossible an inspection of the 
Rocklands consignment. However, judging 
from the breeding of them, and the bull tu 
whom the heifers are bred, we feel certain 
that we can advise that they will be right. 
Let’s take a quick glance at the accom- 
panying pedigree of this bull, Rock 2d, 
whose sire is pictured in these columns. 
Rock 2d 513802 is now coming four years 
old, was bred by the late Honorable James 
D. McGregor, where his sire, Edward Glen- 
carnock was in heavy service for several 
years. Mr. Neale, owner of Rock 2d, sent 
along a detailed bit of information concern- 
ing the pedigree of this bull. From that 
intormation, we take the following facts. 
Edward Glencarnock was by Blackcap Rev- 
olution, whose get consistently stood at the 
top in major competition, including three 
sons whose greatest achievement in the 
show ring was the grand championship at 
the International. The dam of Rock 2d is 
a daughter of Eventuation of Page, the 1930 
International grand champion and her dam 
a daughter of Edward Glencarnock. Mr. 
Neale’s consignment includes daughters of 
a number of bulls, including Barb 2d of 
Page, Muskogee Marshall, by Prince Mar- 
shall and others of good strains of breed- 
ing. All of the heifers sell bred to Rock 2d 
except one and she is in calf to Bandolier 
Marshall 4th 540737, whose breeding is al- 
most as close to Earl Marshall as any son 
of that King of all Sires. 

Another tabulation that we include is 
that of Bar Laddie 523252, in service at 


Mr. Jenkin’s Red Gate Farm herd. Bar 
Laddie is the sire of seven of the ten heif- 
ers that are included from Red Gate and 
is the service bull to one of the others.

Not having time enough to go into Con- 
necticut to see Windsome Farm, and yet, 
desiring to comment a little about the new 
herd being established in that state, we 
spent an hour or two with Mr. J. R. Busk, 
owner of the farm in his New York office. 
From what we learned, he is in no great 
hurry to build a large herd. In fact, he 
never will have a large herd, but we have 
an idea that he will build a herd that will 
produce the right kind, the right type and 
conformation, for he is founding the herd 
on good individuals with good strains of 
breeding. We asked Mr. Busk to write us 
a few paragraphs about his farm, as to its 
location, size, etc., and are happy to give 
here, from his letter: 

“After several years experience with 
commercial Aberdeen-Angus cattle on my 
Windsome Farm at Litchfield, Connecticut, 
we are now switching over and starting a 
herd of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus. 

“Beef cattle should have a wonderful 
comeback in New England. We have land 
well adapted to grassland farming, fields 
that can be harvested in many cases only 
by the use of live stock. We are close to 
the richest markets in the country, with 
freight differentials in our favor. The dif- 
ficulty of making a satisfactory profit from 
dairy cattle would seem to indicate that

“Windsome Farm is not bad as farms go 
in our county—120 acres, of which 65 are 
in a pretty fair state of cultivation and 
can be tractor worked. For 150 to 200 
years this farm had been stocked with live 
stock, both cattle and horses, and had been 
operated by men who knew their business 
thoroughly and were not afraid of hard 
work. 

“Today conditions are different . .. in 
some ways more difficult than form- 
erly ... in others far easier, but the same 
combination of sound planning and good 
hard work has just as big an opportunity 
to succeed today as it ever had in the past. 

“At Windsome Farm we’re bringing back 
the pasture land, as well as the tilled acre- 
age better every year. The carrying capac- 
ity is rapidly increasing. But it takes no 
more feed and care to produce a good ani- 
mal than a poor one. That’s why we’ve de- 
cided to concentrate on pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus at Windsome. Not only are 
they easy keepers, sound healthy stock and 
hornless, but they produce the kind of car- 
cass for which the market will pay a prem- 
ium. In beef cattle, as in every kind of 
business, it’s the last few cents per pound 
which carry the profit. If you can get that 
additional premium you may have all the 
difference between a profitable and an un- 
profitable enterprise. 

“T believe that many a New England 
farmer can make money on commercial 
beef cattle under present conditions, but 
our farm is none too large and the first 
requisite of a successful operation is a suf- 
ficient gross volume. The extra quality in 
pure bred cattle should nearly double the 
volume of sale, other factors being equal. 
We plan, as we can never have a large 
herd, to cull rigidly, sell our poorer ani- 
mals for beef, and retain for breeding only 
those that will enable our farm to make a 
real reputation as a supplier of dependable 
seed stock. 

“Therefore, we have tried to select the 
foundation cattle with the greatest of care. 
Last spring my wife and I visited many 
herds in Maryland, both at the eastern 
shore and around Frederick and attended 
the sale to learn what I could. My farm 
manager, Lloyd Doane, attended the sale 
at Ithaca the succeeding week for the same 
purpose.

One of Mr. Busk’s first purchases was 
the young bull, Pridemere 7th of Dancote 
a March 1938 calf sired by Pridemere of 
Wheatland 2d, the Hollinger bred bull that 
has done such splendid service in Mr. Clay- 
ton Taylor’s herd at Lawtons, Erie coun- 
ty, New York.

After exchanging greetings with him, his 
wife and several of his children, he and I 
made for the barn. First we looked at a 
very promising young herd bull he had pur- 
chased in Tennessee a few months earlier.

Then we went straight to the stall that was 
accommodating the young bulls which are 
going in the State sale. He asked me to de- 
cide which of the two was the better indivi- 
dual. It took me several minutes to decide 
and I felt lucky when he agreed with me. 
Both of them are good, and the odds are 
that the buyers will indicate this sale day. 
They are really dandies, with legs barely 
long enough to reach the ground. This is 
true through his entire cow herd. I honest- 
ly think that it will compare very favor- 
ably with any in the country. 

He only keeps twenty-five matrons, and 
every one must be a good individual and a 
good producer, or she can’t stay at Rabun- 
croft. 

Next we saw the heifer he had saved for 
us, in spite of several chances to sell her. 
She was a young thing, still following her 
dam. This little heifer has lots of quality 
and refinement, and the kind of head you 
love to look at.

We hurriedly looked at his cow herd and 
a pen of fine 1940 model calves. We then 
went across the road to Mr. G. W. Dornell’s 
barn, looking at a Rabuncroft bred bull that 
has been consigned to the sale. He looked 
fine in ordinary flesh. Mr. Blalock express- 
ed pride in having bred him. We rushed to 
the house, ate homemade cake, drank home- 
made grape juice and were off for Athens, 


with two hours to travel before dark. Mon- 
day morning we had an early breakfast 
with Mr. R. EK. Davis, and the three of us 
were out to Will Howard’s place at Steph- 
ens, Georgia, by about sunrise. We immed- 
iately went to the barn and stood watching 
the cattle as they came out on their way to 
pasture. As they came by we saw a real 
two year old bred heifer and a cow that we 
thought would be attractive to anybody in 
our first state breeders’ sale. Mr. Davis 
immediately started pleading for these to 
go with the rest of the offering. Mr. How- 
ard did not agree to include them then, but 
—* did agree after returning from the 
rip. 

Next we saw the two young bulls he is 
selling. The larger one, and perhaps bet- 
ter individual, was haltered, and a young 
man, the same color as the bull, was giving 
him his morning grooming. This young 
bull is well developed for his age and is a 
very good type individual. His younger 
half brother is of similar type and is al- 
most as good an individual. The greatest 
treat of Mr. Howard’s sale offering, how- 
ever, was yet to be seen. 

As soon as we entered his heifer barn, 
all of us were highly impressed with the 
splendid condition he had his heifers in. It 
certainly is a tribute to this good young 
breeder.

Cattle 
Imported from England or Scotland also 
require a $25.00 registration fee. a 

We find that a number of combination 
sale catalogs have cattle listed without the 
registration numbers but carry a notation 
“sent for records.” Upon investigation we 
find that the application for registry has 
not been received in the Association office 
or request for immediate return not made. 
Cattle listed for a sale without being re- 
corded are consequently at a disadvantage 
when put through the sale ring. The As- 
sociation always cooperates with breeders 
who must have certificates of registry on 
short notice because of entering the cattle 
in a public sale. If breeders will call atten- 
tion to the immediate need of certificates 
the applications are always given a “Rush 
ticket and completed in a couple of days. 
Hence there is no reason. for an animal be- 
ing listed in any sale without being prop- 
erly recorded. an =e

Garden State 4-H Club members were pure- 
ly a “trial project” for several reasons. As 
pointed out by Kenneth W. Ingwalson, New 
Jersey’s leader of 4-H Club work, most of 
the boys were accustomed to feeding dairy 
animals, and changing those habits is not 
always an easy matter.

The next thing on the program was 
buy another bull.

I looked around 
until I found a good Aberdeen-Angus bull 
—low down, blocky, fine boned, just the 
kind for Holstein cows. 

i raised three crops of calves sired by 
this bull. They all came coal black with 
no horns—a real bunch of calves. I put 
two under a cow, so the calves nursed half 
the herd and I milked the other half. The 
best year I had I raised 34 calves and fed 
them a year and two months. Then they 
en about 900 pounds and brought 11% 
cents. 

The next year I decided to separate the 
milk and give them skimmilk. ‘fhe calves 
do just as well on the skimmilk as on whole 
milk. It requires more work, but if you 
want every nickle that is in it, that is the 
thing to do. 

I would advise anyone buying an Aber- 
deen-Angus bull to buy a $200.00 bull in- 
stead of a $100.00 one. The $100.00 bull 
would prove the highest priced bull to use. 
As $50.00 to $75.00 does not mean anything 
when it comes to a crop of thirty-five calves 
a year. 

Six years ago I started a pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus herd. I now have around 
sixteen head of pure bred cows and heifers. 
We also raise some club calves which my 
son, Wallace, shows at the county and state 
fairs. I also have sold some pure bred 
bulls. At present there are at least twenty 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls that are at the head 
of Holstein herds in,Green County, Wis- 
consin. These include a few pure bred Hol- 
stein herds. 

I believe in diversified farming and not 
having all the eggs in one basket.

February 14th was the day scheduled by 
the Howard County sale committee to make 
the final inspection tour of the cattle con- 
signed to their annual sale. This I learned 
upon my arrival in Fayette Tuesday even- 
ing, so was right in luck and saw all but 
eight of the cattle going into this auction. 

Dan Miller, County Agent, had previous- 
ly made up the visiting list and mailed a 
copy to each of the consignors. 
This tour schedule covered 
from eight in the morning un- 
til five in the afternoon and 
included eighteen herds of cat- 
tle. This meant that we had 
about thirty minutes to spend 
at each herd besides the driv- 
ing from one farm to another, 
so not much time was to be 
wasted along the way. 

The first stop was made at 
the J. F. Innes farm and right 
on time. Two cars were used 
in making this leg of the trip 
as we thought Mr. Jim was to 
travel along with us, but be- 
cause of an accidental injury 
to his wife’s mother he could 
not go. However we did see 
his good herd and examined 
his consignment to this sale. 
The heifer we liked best is 
just in front of the committee 
in the picture on this page and while her 
body is almost hidden by the other heifers 
you can tell that she has a very straight 
top line. (See her picture at the end of this 
Missouri section). She is really a very nice 
individual and a mighty fine contribution 
to any sale. Mr. Jim is also consigning 
four good bulls, three are young and one is 
just coming two; two bred heifers and two 
cows. I am sure these will meet with your 
approval on sale day. 

We were sorry that Mr. Jim could not go 
along. We left one car at the end of his 
lane and all piled into Dan Miller’s car. 
There was just a good car load with Dan 
and Mr. Brockman in the front seat, R. B. 
George, John Tippett and me in the rear. 
We were titled the official “pusherouters” 
in case we could not navigate some of the 
dirt roads. 

Next on the visiting list was the Dan 
Miller farm. I don’t just know where this 
farm is, as Dan has it hid out somewhere, 
but he managed to find it and here we saw 
the four bulls and three heifers he is con- 
signing. I know that the sale committee

I forgot to mention that we 
stopped earlier in the day to 
visit with R. L. McLachlan, 
Bob has been breeding Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle for a long 
time and when that Scotech- 
man puts a heifer in the sale 
you may be sure she is the 
right type and good enough 
for the king. Bob does not 
have a big herd, but this bred 
heifer is as good as anything 
he has on his place and he has 
one of the best known breed- 
ing establishments in that ter- 
ritory. 

Back on the schedule and 
over to see Mr. Robertson and the one bull 
he is listing, then over to Williams to see 
the bull and two cows, one of which will 
have a calf at foot by sale day. Cooper Den- 
nis is the next stop and he lists two young- 
er bulls, two heifers, one open and the oth- 
er bred and two cows with December calves 
at foot. These were all good reliable cattle 
that are from proven producers and will be 
backed with the owners guarantee that they 
are right in every respect. 

Mr. Moore is consigning two bulls, one 
cow and two or three open heifers. He was 
undecided on just how many heifers he 
would put in this sale but rather thought it 
would be all three of them and they are 
just the right kind to help make this sale 
a success. One of the heifers was exhibited 
at the Fayette Fall Festival, and all are in 
very nice condition. 

The “pusherouters” came into play as 
Dan made the first “misque” of the entire 
day and slipped into the ditch on the way 
up Mr. John Tippett’s lane.

Chillicothe, Missouri, February 29.— 
Cheered by profitable cattle prices and 
good crops the last couple of years, 110 
members of the Missouri Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association at their annual meet- 
ing here today decided to expand the activ- 
ities of the breed the coming year. In ad- 
dition to the annual spring county sales, 
the association voted to hold a state-wide 
association sale at some central point ‘his 
fall. The matter of a date and location was 
left to a committee to be chosen by ithe 
President, from the Six County or Tri- 
County Associations in the 
state, which also will act as a 
Sifting Committee. 

In a day devoted to discus- 
sion of the breed, the Aber- 
deen-Angus men _ heard that 
Missouri is rapidly reaching 
the top in this country in af- 
fairs of the black cattle. Jack 
A. Daggs, Arbela, state presi- 
dent, said Missouri was second 
among the states in the num- 
of cattle registered with the 
national association last year 
and third in the number of 
new Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
enrolled. 

Since November ! last year, 
said W. H. Tomhave, Chicago, 
secretary of the American Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation, the national organiza- 
tion has enrolled twenty-six 
new members from Missouri. For the coun- 
try as a whole, Mr. Tomhave said, regis- 
trations of cattle in the association would 
reach an all-time high of between 30,000 
and 35,000 head this year. 

The association re-elected Mr. Daggs 
president and Joe D. Hooten, manager of 
LonJac Farm at Lee’s Summit, secretary. 
Prof. E. A. Trowbridge of the University 
of Missouri, Columbia, was re-elected treas- 
urer. In official action the association rec- 
cmmended continued efforts te made to ob- 
tain satisfactory sanitary regulations 
around community sales pavilions and vot- 
ed continued support of the beef cattle pro- 
duction program conducted by the Kansas 
City and St. Louis Chambers of Commerce 
and other agencies, also the Association 
gave continued support to the Bangs dis- 
ease eradication program and urged breed- 
ers to carry on the work even if no Federal

or State Association funds were available. 

After a discussion by L. E. Hawkins, ag- 
ricultural commissioner of the Kansas City 
Chamber of Commerce, of greater income 
per acre to be obtained from ordinary corn 
land replanted to pasture, along with in- 
creasing fertility and control of erosion, the 
convention turned into a testimonial meet- 
ing among farmers present. Eight or nine

emphasized by the chambers of commerce 
production contests. 

Boiled down, the procedure has been to 
use good, registered bulls, have the calves 
come early, obtain a high percentage of 
calves, wean the calves as cheaply as pos- 
sible and use supplement pasture, such. as 
lespedeza, to help out the blue grass. 


Herschel Young, Greencastle, winner of 
first prize in the western district of the 
Missouri beef production contest last year 
for creep fed calves, told now he had put 
more than two pounds a day gain on a 
group of eighteen calves between the time 
they were calved and the time they were 
sold, or thirteen months. The calves were 
sold at $10.85 a hundred pounds and weigh- 
ed an average of 832 pounds each. 

Harold Knott, Bogard, said his January 
and February calves weighed 507 pounds 
November Ist and sold as feeders at $54.00 
a head. Bill Forbes of For- 
bes Brothers, Fayette, who 
had twenty-seven calves 
from twenty-seven cows, 
said he sold April calves to 
an Illinois feeder last De- 
cember 23d weighing 560 
pounds for 91% cents a 
pound. Others who gave 
similar experiences of rapid 
gains and_ good _ selling 
prices were A. R. Thomp- 
son, Kirksville. whose April 
calves weighed 410 pounds 
October 14th; Ivan Lud.

12, 1940, meant more than Lin- 
wae birthday to the breeders of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in Central Missouri. The 
breeders of Callaway, Cole and Boone coun- 
ties assembled in the County Agent’s office 
in Fulton, Missouri, at seven-thirty that 
Monday evening to go over the final plans 
of their April 23d, 1940 auction. 

I arrived in Fulton less than an hour 
ahead of the scheduled meeting time, being 
on hand to greet each arrival and watch 
them take their places on the circle of 
chairs prepared by_ their good County 
Agent, who is most interested in this first 
public Aberdeen-Angus sale in that terri- 
tory. 

Those present at this meeting were Ivo 
Frank, secretary of the Central Missouri 
Association; Curtis Eastwood, president of 
the Association; S. R. Smart; Charles Schu- 
bert; Dr. H. E. Curry; John Epple; Mr. 
Bently; Arthur Neill; Mr. Graves and J. A. 
Criswell and sons. As the meeting prog- 
ressed other breeders arrived until nearly 
all the consigners to this first sale were 
present, all but B. H. Jameson and the rep- 
resentative of the Missouri University. 

As the executive committee had met the 
previous week and decided on the promo- 
tional end of the sale little was said on this 
subject so most of the time was spent in 
hearing the report of the examining com- 
mittee which had made a tour of the herds 
but a few days before and passed final 


judgment on the sale cattle. It was brought 
out at the meeting that only forty head had 
been consigned and that inore good females 
could be used to make a total of fifty head 
for this first sale. 


It was planned that some of the commit- 
tee spend the next day in showing me over 
the herds and that we should select ten 
more females. Accordingly the next morn- 
ing Mr. Frank, the county agent and I 
drove out to see the cattle close to Ful- 
ton. The first stop was made at the B. H. 
Jameson herd and here we saw the three 
bulls he had consigned to the sale, but did 
not get to see the two females as they were 
on the other farm and off our route, but 
later in the day Mr. Eastwood said that 
these were very nice females and ones that 
would ke a credit to the sale. 


Next stop was at Mr. Neill’s who was 
just coming back from the pasture and led 
us right to the barn to see the two very 
nice, smooth bulls he was consigning, and 
a really typy, low down heifer that he was 
listing. After a little persuasion on our 
part he consented to put in one or two 
more young females that were very well 
bred and that would be in nice shape by 
sale day. This was what we wanted, to get 
the breeders to part with some extra fe- 
males, and to get the best females we could 
from their herds. 

From Neill’s we drove over to Ed. Jame- 
son’s and saw the five bulls and two cows 


he had listed for the sale. The bulls are 
rugged fellows going on two years of age 
and ready for heavy service. They are not 
highly fitted but the kind of bulls that the 
breeders of Central Missouri are having a 
good demand for. The two cows are both 
the right type and should make some new 
breeder a good foundation, for like the oth- 
er females listed they are from proven lines 
and real producers. On last count we de- 
cided that we should have two heifers from 
this herd and they are really classy heifers 
out of some of the very best matrons in this 
well known herd. 


On the way back to Fulton, where Mr. 
Frank and I parted company it was decided 
that he too should place a couple of good 
heifers in the sale. Mr. Frank is a new 
breeder and did not desire to sell any fe- 
males in this first sale, but consented to 
part with a couple to help make this first 
sale a real success. 


From Fulton I continued on alone to see 
Mr. Curtis Eastwood and to see the cow 
and calf he had selected from his herd. This 
is a real pair, the right quality and will be 
one of the tops of the auction, or I will miss 
my guess. Mr. Eastwood consented finally 
to placing an extra heifer on the list, 
though he hated to part with the young 
females. He consented to sell one only be- 
cause he still could retain a sister and the 
mother in his herd, she is selling in very

activities for the association. It was quite 
generally agreed that a public auction 
should be arranged for some time next fall 
when it would be the purpose of presenting 
a real bunch of richly bred cattle and that 
all entries should be presented in good sale 
condition.

picnic, or perhaps two; close inspection of 
all sale cattle; the solicitation of private 
treaty patrons; a concentration of informa. 
tin concerning available sale stock; and 
many other items of worthy report. None 
of these projects will be adopted however 
until the next general meeting when every- 
one will be given a voice in the formulation 
of the general program. With such coop- 
eration among the fifty or more breeders 
Nodaway county, long known for its good 
cattle, will bloom into a real fountain head 
for seed stock. 


A general canvass was made among those 
present that night in an attempt to list as 
many active breeders as possible and it was 
found that better than seventy-five men are 
breeding Aberdeen-Angus cattle in that one 
county. This count includes the commercial 
breeders who are requested to join with 
the pure bred men in making Nodaway 
county known the world over for the qual- 
ity of its cattle. 


One of the items discussed was that of 
a slogan, and here is what was finally 
adopted: ‘“Nodaway Blacks for Profit.” A 
mighty fine slogan and one with real hon- 
est to goodness meaning, for instance after 
instance was cited where young cattle pur- 
chased in Nodaway county had gone out 
and been sent through sale rings in other 
sections of the country at handsome prof- 
its, sometimes doubling and even more than 
doubling their original cost. The Journal 
joins with the officers of the Nodaway Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Breeders Association in urg- 
ing that every Aberdeen-Angus breeder, 
both pure bred and commercial, join himself 
to this organization at the earliest possible 
moment, and thus become active in helping 
te put Nodaway county on the map.

smooth, blocky individual, typical of the fe- 
males in the Eastwood herd. 

After eating a hasty dinner with Mr. 
Eastwood at a nearby stand and talking ov- 
er a few points of interest of his herd and 
those previously visited I drove on to Co- 
lumbia, just a short run and arrived at the 
Epple residence just in time to see the three 
boys off to school. Two phone calls were 
made, one to bring Professor Comfort over 
to join us in the afternoon’s inspection and 
another in order that Mrs. Epple could 
break an engagement and accompany us to 
the farm. First we visited the University 
herd and saw the two very fine young hei.- 
ers that they are placing in this sale, and 
they are the kind that will cause the buyers 
to stop and examine both the tabulations 
and the heifers before moving down the 
line. Here too we saw the Lonjac bull that 
is being used by the University on the 
breeding herd and from all indications they 
should have some very promising prospects 
next year from this good sire. , 

Oak Ridge Stock Farm, owned by the 
Epples, was our last stop of the day and 
here, for the the first time, I had a chance 
to see the good herd that they have been 
building the past few years. Quite a build- 
ing program has been carried on at the 
farm, a new barn and some other new build- 
ings have been erected and the older sheds 
have been worked on to make them service- 
able until new structures can be put up.

Roebling agreed to let go in the sale, 
bringing his consignment up to two heifers 
and two bulls. All of them beautifully bred 
and exceptionally good individuals. After 
seeing the herd brieily, we had to rush 
away, because we realized the distance we 
had to cover that day. 

Our next stop was at Hinson’s Stock 
Farm at Alamo. Mr. Hinson did not want 
to consign any animals to the sale, but 
showed us some good cattle. He will be a 
prospective buyer for the sale. 

Then we drove on into Cochran by the 
middle of the afternoon, and spent a couple 
of hours on Weatherly’s Stock Farm, look- 
ing at part of his herd. Col. Weatherly has 
one of the largest herds in the South, 
carrying several hundred pure breds. He 
had a big corral full of bulls. Among these 
were four two year old bulls, which he had 
agreed to put in the sale. These four were 
good individuals, but after we had seen his 
younger bulls, there were three that just 
stood out so much we could not resist them,

The party agreed to let these 
cattle enter the sale without seeing them, 
which I am sure they won’t regret when 
they see, especially these four fine heifers. 
Some breeder should get all of them in a 
group. They are four of the most vigorous 
young animals you can find anywhere, with 
lots of depth and width and plenty of rug- 
gedness, a characteristic which is so essen- 
tial in the South. Mr. Kay’s farm is locat- 
ed in the hills of Northwest Georgia. Here 
he has been breeding Aberdeen-Angus for 
many years, always selecting them for 
depth and width and ruggedness. When 
you see these four uniform heifers, with so 
much scale, and yet early maturity you are 
sure to consider him successful. They will 
certainly be very popular in our sale. Those 
of you in Georgia, or adjoining states, will 
find it worth a trip to get a chance to bid 
on these good animals.
